THE AMHEBST COLLEGE PRESIDENCY 


Colleges like all other institutions today are very 


susceptible to the age spirit. Boards of Trustees, ab- 
solute in their power, must expect to hare their actions 
scrutinized by the general' public. It is this fact that 
lias given such great public interest to the recent con- 
troversy between President Meiklejohn and the Trus- 
tees of Amherst College. 


It is quite evident that the undergraduate body was 


fairly unanimous in its support of the kind of educa- 
tion that Amherst has been giving. The refusal of 
thirteen men to take their diplomas, among them the j 
president of the Senior Class, and the general protest 
that was raised by the undergraduate against the re- 
moval of the president by the Board of Trustees, indi- 
cates that the collegians of today are not willing to hare 


" imposed upon them the educational policies of a former 


generation. At Yale the past year, according to Presi- 
\ dent AngelTs report to the Alinrmi the past week, the 


freshmen have been very determined to shape their 
own course, and he urges that respectful consideration 
be given to their demands.

Soup in Hot Weather— Many 
people leave soups out of their hot 
weather menus entirely. They do 
seem peculiarly suited to cold 
•weather, but they are an easily 
digested and nourishing f ojod and it 
is not good for us to live entirely 
on cold food even in hot weather. 
Soups do not have to be served at 
boiling point, you know, they can 
even be iced if one cares for them 
thus. If you prefer them warm, 
however, let them become partly 
cool before you serve them. Do not 
let them become cold and greasy, 
but just cool enough to be eaten 
(or drunk?) comfortably. 


Fuel Economy— Again and again 


we have seen cooks light the flame 
of a gas stove, then stop to prepare 
the food that is to be cooked, while 
the bame burns on unused for ten 
or more minutes. Everything to be 
cooked should be ready and waiting 
before the fire is lighted in the 
kitchen range, then there is no 
waste Another means of saving 
is to plan for meals so that as many 
things may be cooked over one hole 
as possible, or plan for an entire 
oven cooked dinner. There are 
three triangular shaped sauce pans 
that fit on one gas hole which will 
prove a real economy. Then there 
are water pots with four or more 
isectSonal pans In which a whole 
meat may be steam cooked over 
oner gas 
hole — another decided 
economy. 
The oven of the gas 
stove should be allowed to burn 
from five to eight minutes before 
putting things in to cook. The 
broiler should be allowed to heat 
for five minutes. Then put in the 
steak or whatever is to be broiled 
aad close the door for five minutes. 
Open it part way then and let it 
stand open during the process, as 
in this way the meat or fish broils 
evenly and does not catch on fire.
